The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After further review, 
the examiner now agrees with the appellant's arguments found on pages 9-11 of the Appeal Brief 
filed on March 22, 2006, that the combination of Hunter in view of Brown would not have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art. The examiner also wants to point out that the clip 
of Brown is directed to a clip that is not fixed to any type of panel or board and is used as a 
stand-alone type clip. The clip on Hunter is attached to a board in order to create a clipboard. 
First, it is not clear how the clip of Brown could be used on the device of Hunter. Second, in 
order to combine Hunter in view of Brown, the examiner would have to use impermissible 
hindsight. Third, placing the clip of Brown on Hunter would appear to destroy the workings of 
the device of Hunter.
